Born in Anderson, Alabama, June 
15, 1909, Gen, Harris attended the 
Lawrence County High School in 
Lawrenceburg, Tennessee, and the 
Columbia Military Academy, Co- 
lumbia, Tennessee, after which he 
entered the United States Military 
Academy, He was graduated and 
commissioned a second lieutenant 
of Infantry. 

Other schools attended by Gen, 
Harris include The Infantry School, 
Air Force School of Applied Tactics, 
British Offensive Air Support 
School-Senior Officer, Parachute 
School-Regular Course, Armed 
Forces Staff College-Regular 
Course Equivalent and the National 
War College-Regular Course, 

Before retiring from the Army 
on February 28, 1965, Gen, Harris 
served at many of the Army in- 
stallations both in the United States 
and abroad, 

His duties included Company 
Commander, Student Officer, Infant- 
ry Staff Officer, Assistant Chief of 
Staff, Deputy Assistant Chief of 
Staff, Chief of Staff, Instructor, In- 
terchange Officer, Regimental Com- 
mander, Commanding General Ber- 
lin Command, Commanding General 
Headquarters 11th Airborne Divis- 
ion (U, S, Army, Europe), Command- 
ing General U, S, Army Infantry 
School (Fort Benning, Ga.), Com- 
manding General I Corps Group 
(Korea), Commanding General Sev- 
enth U, S, Army and Commanding 
General U, S, Continental Army 
Command (Fort Monroe, Va.), 

In July 1965, Gen, Harris became 
the president of The Citadel. Fish-
